There is 
an appeal about Kennedy. But 
there are “a few things which 
worry one and I don’t mean 
religion. It’s money. He has never 
had to worry about money. He 
says he doesn’t even carry money 
in his pockets. This concerns some 
of us who wear holes in the ends 
of our pockets trying to find 
that last nickel. A person who 
has never had to figure out things 
on the basis of a need for money 
may not know how to meet the 
needs of people and the country.” 


Young Man 


One encounters the young-man 
thought often. 


“I don’t know how I'll vote, 
but I like the idea of a young 
man,” said a man who talked 
with his wife listening. She nodded 
approvingly. “Maybe we have 
been picking our horses after they 
have become too old. Maybe we 
need a three-year old.” 


This sentiment, in varied form, 
is commonly met with. 


Here and there one finds a 
voter who thinks Kennedy is too 
young. 


“IT think about him sitting down 
opposite that Khrushchev and it 
gives me the shivers,” said one. } 
“That guy would salt and pepper 
him and swallow him alive.” 


But in the main, Kennedy’s 
youth seems to create little oppo- 
sition, at least in West Virginia. 


Since victory .and the momen- 
tum it would create are so im- 
portant to him, Kennedy is not 
talking much about issues, save 
that of relief for the unemployed. 
What he is trying desperately \to 
do is win in a state which is over- 
whelmingly Protestant. And so, 
he bends all to establishing an/ 
image of a winner. 


A great deal of money is being 
spent. One of the shrewdest 
moves was to bring in Franklin 
D. Roosevelt Jr., to speak for 
Kennedy. The concentrated use of 
young FDR has been in the region 
where most of the Protestant 
voters and much of the distress 
are located. 


Roosevelt Name 


The magic of the Roosevelt 
name is great. Most of the people 
in the distressed areas are past 
middle age. They remember the 
distress of 1930. They know it 
was FDR who made John L. 
Lewis and the mine workers 
strong. They recall all the tre- 
mendous reforms of the New 
Deal. And to have the son of 
the dominant personality of those 
days come and speak to them for 
Kennedy dulls the edge of re- 
ligious prejudice. Every reporter 
who witnessed one of these ap- 
pearances noted how life flowed 
into faces thin, wrinkled and set 
into permanent lines of resigna- 
tion. Their eyes lighted and 
smiles came, Men turned to one 
another and remembered the old 
days when the New Deal and 
hope were young. 


This has hurt Hubert ens 
phrey. To be fair, one must admit 
he has been up against a wwvell- 
financed state-wide organization. 
There are some who resent, as 
they phrase it, the fact the Ken- 
nedys think they can buy the 
election. Hubert Humphrey, some- 
what on the defensive, talks of the 
difficulty of running against a 
pocketbook which always remains 
full no matter how much is taken 
from it. Also, the argument put 
forth by Franklin Roosevelt Jr., 
that Sen. Humphrey can’t win 
the nomination and that a vote 
for him is wasted, has hurt.

Jack Nelson 
Gets Pulitzer 
News Honor 


Constitution reporter John H. (Jack) Nelson Mon- 
day was awarded the Pulitzer Prize for local reporting. 


The award, journalism’s highest, 
was for Nelson’s articles about the 
State Hospital for the mentally 
ill at Milledgeville. The stories 
appeared in The Constitution 
ing 1959 and led to an ‘overhaul 
of the hospital, its staff and its 
organization. 


Pulitzer 


It required some time to locate : 
him by telephone to apprise him 
of the award. 


He was in Athens at the time 
of the announcement, following 
through the story of vice in the 
university city with the same 
tenacity which distinguished his 
Milledgeville articles. 


This ‘“‘total involvement” in a 
continuing story, a driving ability 
to keep digging into matters 
which some would prefer kept in 
shadows, is the Nelson trademark. 


HOSTILITY AT FIRST 


The revelations about Milledge- 
ville encountered no mere foot- 
dragging, but open hostility from 
hospital officials, state political 
leaders and for a time from some 
segments of the medical profes- 
s10n. 


But Nelsen kept the spotlight 
of shame trained on the hospital. 


He visited Topeka and reported 
how Kansas, with a determined 
campaign, in 10 years had pulled 
itself from the lowest rank to the 
top in the nation in psychiatric 
treatment.

Fulton Tax 
Going Up 
Next Year 


The Fulton County property tax 
rate is going up next year—the 
first increase in 10 years. 


Owners of property in the coun- 
ty but outside the county school 
district will see their tax bills 
rise 75 cents per $1,000 assessed 
valuation, while those with prop- 
erty located in the county school 
district will see a rise of $2.25 
per $1,000. 


The county commissioners, act- 
ing on recommendations of Coun- 
ty Manager A. E. Fuller and 
Comptroller John F. Still, ap- 
proved an increase of three-quar- 
ters of a mill in the bond tax 
levy. 


Both Still and Fuller said the 
increase will be necessary to re- 
tire the principal and interest 
payments on $9,600,000 worth of 
— which the county recently 
sold, 


In the same meeting, the com- 
missioners also agreed to an in- 
crease of 1.5 mills in county 
school operating taxes which are 
levied in the county school dis- 
trict outside the Atlanta city 
limits. 

(A mill is equal to a levy of $1 
for each $1,000 of assessed prop- 
erty value.) 


The Pulitzer award committee 
in New York made the award 
(and $1,000 prize) to Nelson ‘“‘for 
a distinguished example of local

paper, published daily, Sunday or 
at least once a week, during the 
year, the test being the quality 
of local news stories written 
under the pressure of edition 
time.”’ 


The judges cited his ‘excellent 
reporting in his series of articles 
on mental institutions in Geor- 
gia.”” 


This is the third Pulitzer Prize 
won by The Constitution and the 
second in successive years. Last 
year editor Ralph McGill won one 
for editorial writing. In 1931 The 
Constitution won the prize for 
meritorius public service for Her- 
man Hancock’s reporting on graft 
at City Hall.

$4,125,600,000 aid authorization 
bill carrying most of what the ad- 
ministration asked. The vote was 
60 to 25.

in setting up foreign aid ma- 
chinery for the fiscal year begin- 
ning July 1. A bill carrying 
money to cargy out the program 
comes later, and this is where 
substantial cuts—if they come— 
are more likely to be imposed.

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Chessman Penalty 
May Bring Reform 


Caryl Chessman died yesterday in the 
gas chamber in California’s San Quentin 
prison. 

If we believe in the death penalty, he 
deserved to die. If we do not, then his 
death is one which may produce reforms 
in application of that penalty and, in time, 
elimination of it. Fate sometimes takes 
odd paths to bring about results. As much 
as anything else, it was a novel, “Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin,” and the attack on Har- 
per’s Ferry by the fanatic prophet, John 
Brown, which hardened public opinion 
against extension of slavery and caused 
the secession of Southern states. It may 
be that out of Caryl Chessman’s death 
will come near-elimination of death by 
statute. 

There has already been reform in 
Great Britain. Hanging is decreed in 
that country for a sparsely limited num- 
ber of offenses. Chessman was found 
guilty of atrocious crimes. One woman 
who suffered from his sadistic and revolt- 
ing terror is still in a mental institution. 
If we accept the death penalty, he de- 
served it. But there is mounting evidence 
that the taking of life by a state does not 
deter crime. We cannot modify or elimi- 
nate it without an overhaul of our system. 
But we may expect a beginning. 

The Chessman case also should bring 
about judicial reform. It is a travesty and 
a mockery of that system that a man 
could delay the processes of law for al- 
most 12 years. The Chessman case will 
haunt. California for years to come. 
Whether it is right to punish a man by 
confinement for nearly a dozen years and 
then take his life is something which will 
stir comment in other countries as did 
the Sacco-Vanzetti case in Massachu- 
setts in the ’30s. Our judicial system, 
which made such preposterous delays pos- 
sible, will also be condemned by outside 
observers. 

So it is that destiny acts. An obscure 
terrorist of malignant cruelty is dead. He 
became in prison what he could not be 
in freedom—an intellectual, a writer of 
books and articles who could earn more 
than $100,000. 

In death he poses a question for all

Amendment on Aid to Cities 


Deserves Support at Polls 


The Local Government Journal is the official magazine of the 
Georgia Municipal Assn. Its latest edition calls for adoption in No- 


vernber of the constitutional amendment which will permit the state 


to provide financial aid to cities. GMA Executive Director Elmer 
George explains in the magazine that the General Assembly has 
passed the measure but the voters must approve it before it becomes 


effective. 
It will permit but not require 
State aid to cities. 


Historically, the state came 
first as a government. Under our 
Anglo-Saxon system, the counties 
were then organized as. subdivi- 
sions of the state. The counties 
were for the convenience of the 
State. They were branches of it 
created to perform duties for it 
such as law enforcement, opera- 
tion of courts and maintenance 
of records. 


The founding fathers brought 
this system from England to the 
colonies in America. Consequent- 
ly, our counties traditionally have 
been eligible for state financial 
aid. They are in reality a part 
of the state itself. 

The system worked very well 
in rural Georgia. But today we 
have a great and continuing mi- 
gration into the cities.and Georgia 
is becoming a state of cities and 
toWns instead of rural 
and small communities. Over half

the people ofpGeorgia now live in — 


urban areas such as Griffin. 

Originally cities were created 
and chartered to provide conven- 
iences and services above and 
beyond those which the state and 
its subdivisions, the cgynties, fur- 
nished. But times have changed. 
The very existence of the cities 
has created problems and needs 
which require state assistance in 
Solving. In a very real sense 
the cities are now providing many 
state services but they receive 
no state assistance. - - . 

Finally the Georgia Municipal 
Assn. secured passage of an 
amendment by the Genera! As- 
sembly which wilhallow the cities 
and the towns to receive financial 
aid but which wlil not require it.

WASHINGTON—A profound and little-noticed 
transformation has come in the Republican atti- 
tude towafd civil rights for this years cam- 


ign. Vice President Nixon, the party's coming presidential , 
has’ moved from an extreme to a moderate position. And he has 


carried the GOP with him. 


Indeed, there is no longer much 
prospect of what had once ap- 
peared inevitable: A vulgar and 
irresponsible auction-bidding con- 
test as to which org arg 
could outpromise other 
those minority groups and allied 
forces that deriand extremist ac- 
tions”in civil rights. 

There is now every likelihood 
that if this sort of appeal is to be 
made at all it will come only 
from the Democrats. (And it will 
not came even from them if the 
great majority of the mature 
Democrats—Northern Democrats 
at that—are able to have their 
way.) Nixon’s own new record 
forecasts a middle-road stance.

Several weeks ago Dr. Edward Teller, a dis- 
tinguished atomic scientist, was a guest on the se 
“Small World” television program. The discus- Be 
sion, in which Bertrand Russell also participated, primarily con- 


cerned nucléar téting. In the course of the program Dr. Teller made 
this observation: “If I listen to my reason and not to fear, then I 
know that there is no real danger that human life on this earth will 


end. 
“This is a problem about which 


I have worried for many years, 
painfully, ever since the Nazi 
menace made it necessary for us 
to embark on the investigation of 
the possibility of atomic explo- 
sions. And I know there is no real 
danger unless there is, not an in- 
sane individual, but a complete- 
ly insane group and unless the 
rest of us fail to undertake the 
appropriate counter measure, life 
on this earth will go on.”’ 


Coming from a man who has 
the breadth of experience and 
perceptive wisdom of Dr. Teller, 
I would consider these to be words 
which should enhearten each of 
us. We have lived for several years 
now under the lengthened shad- 
ow of a mushroom - shaped cloud. 
At first many people thought that 
we had little to look forward to 
except eventual annihilation and 
the obliteration of all human life 
as we have known it on earth. 


In the intervening years since 
the first use of the atomic bomb 
many of us have come more or 
less to terms with the fact that 
we shall live out our span of years 
in a world in which there is an 
atomic power which insane men 
may use for destructive pur- 
poses.

COMES AS SURPRISE

sue was something of a surprise. 


It was announced.by Gray in an 
interview after the executive com- 
mittee adjourned. 


“I think it’s the governor's feel- 
ing, and it certainly is mine, that 
we should go out (to Los Angeles) 
having fulfilled our party obliga- 
tion,’’ Gray declared. 


The state organization has been 
holding back on paying some $27,- 
000 in national dues because of its 
antipathy for national party chair- 
man Paul Butler. 


AIMED AT OATH? 


Former state chairman John 
Sammons Bell had indicated the 
Georgia party would pay up only 
after Butler was out of the na- 
tional post. 


Gray did not say there was any 
connection between the dues-pay- 
ment and the loyalty oath.

Thousands of persons, many 
knowing little or nothing of the 
crimes for which he was con- 
demned, signed petitions and held 
protest demonstrations, urging 
Chessman’s life be spared. 


Opponents of capital, punish- 
ment clustered outside the prison 
gates all Sunday night and until 
his death, and others engaged 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown in debate 
on the Capitol grounds at Sacra- 
mento a few minutes before the 
execution took place. 


In the end, all were in vain. 


EUROPE RECOILS 


Meanwhile, Europe recoiled 
with cries of “‘shame’’ Monday 
night over Chessman’s execution.

We the Grand Jury of Fulton 
County Court for the 
March-April 1960 term respect- 
fully make the following present- 
ments: 


CITY AFFAIRS 
Whereas the Grand Jury re 
ceived numerous letters and tele- 
grams objecting to the use of cer- 
tain literature as training man- 
uals for the Police 
of the City of Atlanta, we have 
studied this situation. 

We find the literature in ques- 
tion is not prejudiced, but only in- 
formative. Also that this material 
is not a training manual as 
charged. It carries the endorse- 
ment of the Southern Police In- 
stitute and International Associa- 
tion of Chiefs of Police. 
COORDINATION WITH OTHER 
GRAND JURIES 


The previous Grand Jury rec- 
ommended the exchange of views 
with Grand Juries in adjoining 
counties. Special committees and 


and DeKalb County Grand Juries 
should meet for the purpose of 
discussing mutual problems. The 
same committee would also make 
a study as to the desirable joint 
disposal of the Atlanta and De- 
Kalb County sewage. 

The Grand Jury finds there ex- 
ists an excellent law enforcement 
relationship between the Atlanta 
Lottery Squad and the various 
law enforcement departments of 
the adjoining counties and mvu- 
nicipal subdivisions. Because At- 
lanta and its environs is the great- 
est market for participants of the 
numbers racket, the Grand Jury 
recommends ‘the fixing of high 
bails on arrests and heavy fines 
on guilty defendants, the objec- 
tive being to make the numbers 
racket in this vicinity unprofit- 
able. 


SUBVERSIVE MATERIALS 
IN SCHOOLS 

An extensive investgation has 
been made by the Jury into the 
Foreign Policy Association of New 
York City and its ‘Great Decision 
Program,” which it is sponsoring 
in our area. This program in- 
cludes such controversial items 
as: 1. Communist Time Table for 
1960; 2. Divided Europe, Coopera- 
tion or Crisis; 3. Red China on 
the’March: 4. Cuba’s Revolution, 
and similar subjects. 

This matter was brought to our 
attention by the Americanism 
Committee of the Waldo M. Slaton 
Post 140, American Legion, and 
several other local patriotic 
groups. We were informed that 
the Great Decision Program was 
being taught in our public high 
schools and by various well-mean- 
ing civic and religious groups, 
who were not aware of the past 
records of the leaders of the For- 
eign Policy Association, nor of 
the authors of the textbooks pre- 
scribed for this ‘“Great Decision” 
program. Evidence was presented 
to us showing that some of these 
leaders and authors had a long 
record, dating back many years, 
in which they either belonged to, 
or actively supported left-wing or 
subversive organizations. 

We further found that invita- 
tions. to participate in these 
‘“‘study groups” were being mailed 
throughout our county under the 
name of one of our local univer- 
sities as its 1960 sponsor. We 
learned that the prescribed book- 
lets were available upon request 
in our local public libraries. It 
is this Jury’s opinion that these 
activities have been participated 
in by our local people in their 
utmost sincerity. This so-called 
course of study has been em- 
braced without any knowledge of 
the past history and records of its 
leaders and authors of its texts. 


We are grateful for the coop- 
eration of the department heads 
of our schools and to the officers 
of our local civic groups who have 
assisted us in this matter. All 
have pledged that appropriate ac- 
tions will be taken to see that all 
education for students and adults 
shall be safeguarded against the 
subversive propaganda tactics of 
any organization. 

The range of the activity by 
this organization has reached 
alarming proportions in the schools 
and civic groups in certain other 
areas in Georgia. Its spread is 
a matter of deep concern to this 
Jury and we, therefore, call upon 
all school officials throughout the 
state to be particularly alert to 
this insidious and subversive ma- 
terial. We further recommend 
that all textbook committee mem- 
bers—city, county and state—rec- 
ognize the undesirable features of 
‘this material and take action to 
remove it from our schools. 
Finally, we urge that all Grand

More units have been made avail- 
able, by the Housing authorities, 
but the need is still great for ad- 
ditional units. Perhaps non-profit 
organizations may help to provide 
housing for welfare cases, espe- 
cially the aged. 

8. We recommend a residence 
requirement law with a one-year 
minimum, but a law which per- 
mits emergency assistance for a 
temporary period of time to be 
granted under certain conditions 
to non-residents. Our liberal as- 
sistance program, plus the lack 
of a residence requirement, in- 
creases considerably the number 
of welfare cases. 


9. This Grand Jury, as well as 
previous ones, has recommended 
state legislation be enacted pro- 
viding for an enforceable lien law 
under which recoveries can be 
made against estates of recipients 
of public assistance. 

10. Lastly we need an educa- 
tional program to inform welfare 
recipients and the public what the 
county welfare department can 
and cannot do, when and where 
welfare benefits start, and the 
part private enterprise can play 
in welfare affairs. 


AUTOMOBILE TITLE LAW 
~We feel that Georgia should 
have an Automobile Title Law, 
and in view of past General As- 
semblies, it is felt that the citi- 
zens of Georgia concur; therefore, 
it is our recommendation that a 
law be passed requiring title reg- 
istration of all new automobiles 
sold beginning June, 1961. This 
will enable us to acquire a good 
workable law covering all auto 
mobiles in the state in a few 
years. 


CONTINUITY BETWEEN 
GRAND JURiES 

In order to facilitate investiga- 
tion and furnish some continuity 
beween successive Grand Juries, 
itais recommended that the Com- 
mittee Chairman. of incoming ju- 
ries invite their corresponding 
chairman of outgoing juries to 
meet with them informally to 
discuss and exchange information 
on pertinent subjects. 


LEGISLATIVE 
RECOMMENDATIONS 

We recommend the laws of 
Georgia be amended so that (a) 
A criminal’s past record can be 
introduced in felony cases after a 
verdict of “guilty” has been 
reached but before sentencing, or 
(b) An Habitual Criminal Act be 
enacted so as to take out of cir- 
culation repeaters in criminal 
cases with several previous con- 
victions. 

SPECIAL PRIVILEGES OF 

PUBLIC OFFICIALS 

We recommend that the laws of 
Georgia be amended to place pub- 
lic officials in the same category 
as ordinary citizens when appear- 
ing before Grand Juries, thereby 
removing their special privileges. 


CROSS-EXAMINATION 

OF WITNESSES 
We recommend an amendment 
to the law which will require the 
swearing in and the cross-exami- 
nation of a defendant if he chooses 
to take the witness stand in his 
own behalf. 


EXPRESSWAYS UNDER 
CONSTRUCTION 

Construction work on Metropoli- 
tan expressway systems and main 
traffic arteries appear to be pro- 
gressing satisfactorily at the pres- 
ent time, when due consideration 
is given to site acquisition, relo- 
cation of utilities, financial limi- 
ange aod the weather. We feel 

various departments 
handling this work are: function- 
ing well. We suggest that stiffer 
time requirements in contracts be 
made and in some cases we be- 
lieve better coordination in the 
installation of utilities could be 


We urge that unprogrammed ex- 
pressways such as the intermedi-

feasible. We suggest new forms 
of future transportation be seri- 
ously studied, such as a rapid 
transit system to take care of the 
traffic load. 


such as Highway 41, between 
West Paces Ferry road and Mari- 
etta and the curve at 3399 Jones- 
boro Road. A study of the possi- 
bility of installing center barriers 
on U.S. 41 from West Paces Ferry 
road to Marietta might be of 
value in preventing indiscriminate 
left turns between intersections. 
This is an antiquated highway 
and the new leg should be built 
as soon as possible. 

Many citizens feel that more 
lenient traffic rules now apply to 
buses and trailer trucks than to 
ordinary vehicles. We feel that 
such would not be the case if 
enough officers were assigned to 
this patrol. 

We recommend better signs on 
Expressway systems to give ear- 
lier and more prominent indi- 
cation of turn-off and splits so 
that drivers will have more time 
to get into proper lanes. Express- 
way entrance ramps and exits 
should be more clearly marked, 
and studies be pushed for the in- 
stallation of acceleration lanes. 


RACE RELATIONS 

In following the suggestion of 
past Grand Juries, we invited sev- 
eral Negro leaders to discuss 
their problems with us. The in- 
formation received was most help- 
ful. 

We urge that a better channel 
of communication between the 
races be left open and that this 
can best be accomplished by the 
appointment of a Bi-Racial Com- 
mittee. 

In order that a better commu- 
nity understanding can result, we 
strongly urge the Mayor, of the 
City of Atlanta, to appoint a Bi- 
Racial Committee, consisting of 
the leaders of both races and that 
the committee be composed of 
any number, at the Mayor’s dis- 
cretion, based on the population 
racial ratio of the City of Atlanta. 


Of pararhount importance to our 
community is maintaining educa- 
tion, and this Grand Jury wishes 
to go on record as favoring local 
option, that is, the right for voters 
in each school district to deter- 
mine the fate of the schools in 
said district, and further suggests 
that business, civic and religious 
leaders in our community voice 
their opinions publicly. 

Much progress has been made 
recently on both housing and edu- 
cational facilities for Negroes and 
it is felt that this progress should 
be continued. It further feels 
that: (1) Atlanta should have 
more Negro policemen, and they 
should be given the opportunity 
for promotion. (2) Provisions 
should be made immediately to 
provide adequate vocational train- 
ing for Negroes which is felt to 
be inadequate at this time. (3) 
Negro interns should be admitted 
to the colored wards at Grady 
Hospital: (4) Create employment 
for Negroes by giving them a 
more nearly proportionate share 
of the jobs in the various depart- 
ments of the city. 

We recommend that future 
Grand Juries continue the study 
of the racial issues by continuing 
to exchange views with the Negro 
leaders of our community. 


TAXES 

The Grand Jury, after confer- 
ring with members of the Geor- 
gia Legislature and various coun- 
ty and city administrative offi- 
cials, finds these gentlemen, at 
this time, are unable to state 
whether or not there will be an 
increase in taxes. The unanimous 
opinion among the gentlemen con- 
ferred with and the Grand Jury is 
that if and when additional taxes 
are needed, such increases should 
not be imposed upon real prop- 
erty, as this form of taxation has 
reached its maximum and other 
avenues of taxation should be ex- 
plored. 

For additional revenue we rec- 
ommend the following: 

1. The Board of Tax Assessors 
make a complete restudy and re- 
determination of the various tax 
exemption, and partially tax ex- 
emption properties within the city 
and county. We find since the 
granting of the exemption several 


properties on a broad interpre- 
tation of the law. Cases lacking 
clarity should be brought into the 
courts for determination. 

3. The present-day high stand- 
ard of conveniences in many in- 
stances requires churches to ac- 
quire additional real property to 
provide automobile parking facili- 
ties. The Georgia laws are clear 
on exempting a church and par- 
sonage. No tion is made 
about parking facilities. Recent 
court decisions in a number of 
states have excluded parking fa- 
cilities as tax-exempt property. It 
is recommended this type prop- 
erty be placed upon the tax rolls 
until the courts have decided 
otherwise. 

4. The state ‘law provides for 
an equalization of property tax 
assessments in Georgia. This ap- 
pears to be a fair system of levy- 
ing taxes and the various taxing 
bodies throughout the state should 
be encouraged to put the tax 
equalization program into effect. 

5. The tax assessors advise it is 
difficult to get renters of homes 
and apartments to file returns on 
personal property. It is recom- 
mended the tax assessors study 
the feasibility of requiring the 
owner or .lessor of the rental 
premises to file informational 
data on each renter as a basis of 
levying the personal tax. 

6. The state law governing the 
County Tax Collector’s procedure 
on receiving fees for automobile 
license tags does not authorize 
the Collector to accept checks 
from responsible people or firms. 
It is. recommended the law be 
amended at the next Legislature 
to permit the Collector to perform 
this service. Presently, at the 
State Capitol, owners of large ca- 
pacity vehicles upon presentation 
of a check may obtain license 
tags. 

The Grand Jury finds through 
a contractual agreement between 
the Public Housing Administra- 
tion (a federal agency) and the 
Atlanta Housing Authority, the 
City of Atlanta receives an annual 
payment in lieu of taxes based 
on 10 per cent of the shelter rent 
charged to project tenants. The 
payment is for such services they 
receive from the City of Atlanta 
based on the same services fur- 
nished to other property owners, 
It is further found the annual pay- 
ment is inadequate and does not 
cover the expenses for the numer- 
ous services rendered to the proj- 
ects. The Grand Jury recom- 
mends future tax agreements in- 
volving housing authorities be at 
a rate of payment that is in keep- 
ing with the inflationary costs to 
the City of Atlanta. The contrac- 
tual agreements on payment in 
lieu of taxes at the East Point 
and Roswell housing projects are 
similar to Atlanta and these mu- 
nicipalities likewise render serv- 
ices at a loss. The Grand Jury 
finds a great many of our school- 
children live in housing projects. 
In view of the public school sys- 
tems being a separate taxing en- 
tity, the Grand Jury recommends 
the housing authorities make pay- 
ments to the respective school 
systems on a negotiated basis. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 

We recognize only a small part 
of the difficulties involving public 
relations between law enforce- 
ment agencies and the public 
which they serve.

Not every speck of white is dan- 
druff. A certain amount of flaking | 
from the scalp is normal. I Say | 
this because so often people begin 
to worry when they happen to see 
a few flakes on their collar, and 
they go through all sorts of gyra- 
tions and worry when they needn't 
do so at all. 


However, the two letters above 
are a different matter, of course. 


Dandruff. generally is a skin 
disease called seborrheic derma- 
titis. (There may be other condi- 
tions which are reasonably called 


dandruff, but this is the usual 
one.) 


The exact cause remains open 
to argument, although there is 
pretty persuasive evidence that 
some low-grade infection may 
start it. 


Anyway, the sebaceous glands 
at the hair roots become very ac- 
tive, producing an over-supply of 
a material called sebum, a rather 
greasy or fatty material, so it is 
not unusual for flakes of old skin 
to be quite greasy. 


Now a certain number of bhac- 
teria, as well as fungi, are ordi- 
narily present on the’scalp any- 
way. With a case of dandruff, they 
seem to increase in number, and 
while they don’t seem to have any 
effect on the dandruff, when the 
patient scratches a lot he may 
open raw places where spots of 
infection can start.. Then there is 
soreness as well as the itch. 


Shampooing with tincture of 
green soap is often helpful, al- 
though it has a tendency to make 
the scadp dry. 


Treatment with a compound con- 
taining selenium disulphide is 
very effective. (Directions should 
be followed exactly.) 


If such treatment doesn’t work 
(in mild cases, it usually does. 
however) it’s a good idea to take 
the problem to your doctor. Dry, 
flaky scalp ‘and hence a tend- 
ency to itch) can be one conse- 
quence of thyrom deficiency, for 
example.
